Hi John: 


The Johnson Matchbox external "detector" is a Monimatch-style circuit, which 
gets increasingly sensitive with frequency. It uses a stripline, two 
resistors, and a pair of diodes as detectors. Inside the matchbox itself is 
a pot, a relay and a bypass cap--as well as the meter movement. 


I prefer Breune-type bridges, which are easy to make. They're not frequency 
sensitive. The handbooks show all the details you'll need. 


In my Matchbox unit, all I did was disconnect one internal lead to the 
internal changeover relay (everybody had a relay back in the old days of 
"separates") and then insert a small rubber block to keep the relay in the 
Closed position. The relay leads are connected to the relay with screw-type 
knurled thumbnuts. You can revert to the original configuration easily. It 
works like a charm. 


BTW: there are about 2,00 (just kidding, but it seems so) sheet metal screws 
holding the enclosure closed. 


If you send me a large SASE I'll ship you back a copy of the complete 
manual. It has nice meter-reading vs. SWR curves, and schematics of both 
units. Or, if you like, I can fax it to you.

I don't think the new "Antenna Compendium, Volume 6" has been reviewed yet, 
but I just wanted to mention the *nicex work that L.B. Cebik, W4RNL has 
contributed to it. 


W4RNL has two real good articles in this new ARRL publication. Both describe 
very practical homebrew construction of some portable 10m antennas: a full 
size dipole, a 2-element Yagi beam, and an Aluminum Moxon Rectangle. 


I've recently put up a "replaceable and customizable antenna mast system" at 
my new QTH in Maryland, just in anticipation of antenna projects like L.B. 
details in the articles. I'll provide more details later on my useful 
masting system, but simply stated it's a tip-over base and masting 
arrangement that allows attachment of different antennas way out in my back 
yard. And these two 10m antennas from L.B. fit right in with my plans and 
interest in 10m operation in this active solar cycle we're entering. 


L.B.'s given the title of "Dipole in a Tube and a Beam in a Boom" for the 
dipole and beam projects ... it's always good to have a cute name as an eye 
catcher, and this project pair is just what it says. Components from both 
antennas break down and fit into very compact spaces and are transportable 
in PVC tubes no longer than 5-feet. Nice for taking up to your favorite 
hill on a sunny weekend afternoon. And W4RNL specifically emphasizes the 
taking along of a picnic basket and companion, thus keeping our lives 
balanced (hamming and family). I'm very much looking forward to making up 
this portable pair of antennas in the coming month or so. 


And the other antenna L.B. describes is something called the Moxon 
Rectangle. This is an unusual 10m loop rectangle about 4.5' wide by 12.5' 
long made out of aluminum tubing and supported horizontally on simple 
20'-or-more support mast. I became interested in this antenna last winter 
when L.B. described Moxon experiments on his website (an excellent source of 
antenna design information and construction articles, located at 

http: //www.cebik.com ) and he suggested I stay tuned for a more complete and 
simplified article describing how to build a useful version. I sure am glad 
I waited. 


L.B. describes the Moxon Rectangle as providing wideband gain, very good 
directional performance, and a good match to common coax for the 10m 
operator with limited space and budget. On top of all this, it's components 
are easy to locate, it's easy to construct, and it breaks down in a short 
period of time making it ideal for the portable/temporary antenna 
experiments I'm now able to run in the fields in back of my house. 


Thanks for the continued flow of great stuff L.B.!

I have moved and have some antenna restrictions (not legal but aesthetic and 
practical!) and was looking for some opinions on putting up a new antenna. I 
would like one that is multi-band since I can likely only get away with one 
antenna (well, I can stick up a 2M quarter wave, too.) I am willing to give 
up 160M completely with this compromise. 


Dipoles are a problem because of physical restrictions within my lot for 
center feeding an antenna. Even without that, getting ladderline to my 

radio down in the basement would be a problem - coax is a lot easier but 
tends to limit the 'multi-band-ness' of a dipole. 


I can stretch out a discrete end fed longwire from my house for about 120 
feet which I would likely feed with a remote tuner (which I would need to 
buy).

Greetings: 


Over the past summer I have been experimenting on and 
off with a vertical antenna which I attach to the side 
of my pop-up tent trailer. The antenna is essentially 
a 24-foot wire vertical which uses the chassis of the 
trailer as the groundplane. Mechanically, it is built 
using the ubiquitous Black Widow fishing rod with 
additional PVC pipe mast sections. The transmatch is 
built into the mast. 


My goal is to be able to operate this thing from 40 
through 10 meters. To make band changing easier and 
repeatable, I use fixed capacitors instead of a 
variable in the matching section, manually changing 
coil taps to match the impedances. So far, the 
antenna has been doing a great job on all bands except 
20 and 17 meters. Work is still going on for those 
bands. 


A picture is worth a thousand words, so more detailed 
information can be found at: 


http: //ourworld.compuserve.com/homepages/LaBarge_C/puv.htm 


After this long-winded introduction, here's my 
question for the antenna gurus: 


On 20 meters and 17 meters, the 24-foot vertical is 
longer than a quarterwave and just slightly shorter 
than a halfwave. So, I know that the input impedance 
is high on these bands with a large inductive 
component. Can anyone with access to some modeling 
software give me an idea of the magnitude of the 


impedances for a 24-foot vertical on these two bands? 
In terms of modeling, I would suspect this antenna is 
very Similar to a mobile whip. I recognize that there 
are a lot of variables at work here, so I'm just 
looking for a ballpark of how high an impedance I'm 
dealing with.

Hello David: 


In October 1998 QST, the design of my 160 through 20 meter top-loaded vertical 
was published. It is similar in appearance to an 80 meter inverted-V and 
occupies about the same space. The vertical is constructed from a Rohn 50 
telescoping mast which is about 44 feet (13.4 m) tall when extended. Any other 
Similarly tall support, including a tree, can be used. The article fully 
describes the top loading structure, the wire elements for 40 and 20 meters, and 
how to construct a pair of 80 meter traps (yes it is a vertical that uses a pair 
of 80 meter traps). 


Like any ground dependent antenna it does require a radial ground wire system, 
elevated radials, or a counterpoise, to reduce ground return losses. 


A loop of suitable proportions could also be supported from the same mast. This 
would take care of the higher bands. 


With this design, you wouldn't have to give up 160 meters - which would be a 
shame to do so. I have been using the antenna for several years with 
surprisingly good results on both QRO, 80 to 90 watts, and of course QRP. My 
operation tends to be on the low bands; 160 through 40, but I do find it loads 


well on 30 and 12 meters as well. I am clueless what exactly is resonating up 
there, but yesterday afternoon a 7K4 in Tokyo answered my 12 meter CQ, and we 
went on to have a nice QSO. I was running my K2 at 4 watts.

I have moved and have some antenna restrictions (not legal but aesthetic and 
practical!) and was looking for some opinions on putting up a new antenna. I 
would like one that is multi-band since I can likely only get away with one 
antenna (well, I can stick up a 2M quarter wave, too.) I am willing to give 
up 160M completely with this compromise. 


Dipoles are a problem because of physical restrictions within my lot for 
center feeding an antenna. Even without that, getting ladderline to my 

radio down in the basement would be a problem - coax is a lot easier but 
tends to limit the 'multi-band-ness' of a dipole. 


I can stretch out a discrete end fed longwire from my house for about 120 
feet which I would likely feed with a remote tuner (which I would need to 
buy). Ox, I could likely get away with a multi-band vertical, either on one 
end of the house. 


Any thoughts or personal experience is such a situation? Any comments on SGC 
tuners for end fed wires? I e-mailed LDG about their AT-11 tuner but they 
felt it was not really designed use for end fed long wires and thought the 
SGCs might be more suitable.

I had similar challenges when moving into my new QTH here in a northern 
suburb of Baltimore. It's a new development, built on nice, flat, open 
farmland and homes with good distances between. But the covenants were such 
that antennas need special approval (which I understand is hard to come by). 
Complicating life is that there are virtually no trees to hide and/or 
support antennas. So my challenge begins. 


I had previously used a GAP all-band vertical antenna mounted only about 5 

feet off the ground, and was very fond of the performance and convenience. 

(Low mounting, no ground radials, all band, no adjustment.) So naturally I 
wanted to use the same antenna here at the new place but even mounted close 
to the ground as before, it would readily stand out and be noticed. 


So I made a simple tip-over mounting base for a 5-foot 2" steel pipe, and 
attached my GAP antenna to this pipe. When I operate (which tends to be 
mostly during darkness hours, I manually walk the antenna into the upright 
position up (which isn't too hard at all), pin it in place and I can 
operate. When I'm done, I bring it down such that it's laying horizontal 
about 2-feet off the ground, resting on a little wood support tripod. I 
have small evergreen bushes planted strategically at the base and along the 
30-foot length of the antenna, and it looks okay when laying down. 


I occasionally operate during the daylight hours too, and as it turns out my 
neighbors don't comment too negatively about the sight. (Although I think 
it's a beauty!) As long as I bring it down when not in use, they tolerate 
me. And of course since I operate exclusively at QRP levels (1W max), there 
are no problems whatsoever with TV/phone/etc and I'm further the nice 
neighbor. 


I have a multitude of options with this arrangement. The tip-over base is 
located at the back of my property (about 150-feet from the house), so when 
I use a taller support tube (in place of the antenna) I have a nice 
end-support for one leg of a dipole, and end support for an inverted L, an 
end support for an end-fed Zepp, a mid-support for an inverted vee, etc. 
And as mentioned in a posting earlier today, I can easily substitute 
different vertical antennas onto this tip-over base and experiment with a 
range of other types of antennas. 


All of these antennas/supports I've described tip over when not in use, 
making you the conscientious neighbor. I have detailed description, 
diagrams and dimensions coming as an article soon in one of our QRP 
publications, but hopefully this will give you some ideas to try out right 
now.

Other times, you might have found out by now that the display refuses to 


> work when too cold. 


Hi Ed, 


No, it's not the cold nor the battery. I think now that it's likely that 
the on/off switch (and the band switch) is worn out. They are used very 
often. Firstly because the RF-1 drain its battery very quickly and 
secondly because switching it off - to save current - and soon on again 
will put it on a different band necessitating the use of the band switch 
to get it back where it was before switching off. 


I noticed this potential problem when I first got it, but everybody 
seemed to have it, so it wasn't a feature of just my RF-1. I don't know 
if this 'feature' has been corrected with newer RF-1's. 


It works again, but not very reliably, i.e. every now and then I manage 
to switch it on by pushing hard.

I had the occasion to pick up a blownup R7...Lightning - top of a 27 
floor condo right on the ocean... the black box, the little 

googaws (capacitors)... can you say Smithereens? 


Well, it has a nice base and fiberglass insulator at the bottom and 
mounting hardware etc. 


With some additional aluminum tubing in progressively smaller diameters 

I made a 33ft 6inch radiator... for 40 meters. Mounted on a 20ft teles- 
coping mast jammed about 3 ft into the ground, with 2 tuned counterpoise 
wires (tuned independently just as you would cut a dipole) it worked like 
gangbusters. I used to feed it with 50 ohm coax for 40meters only. 

The 2 counterpoise wires helped as guys. 


Well, with Hurricane Floyd bearing down on us here last month, it was time 
to take the yagis off the towers and stow everything... afterwards, I needed 
antlers... so I put the vertical back up and fed it with 450 ohm ladderline 
and a balanced tuner.....

VU2, TOODX, V47, VK9LX, CP6, HBO, VP2V, ZF2, 3V8, C5, FS, J6, HI, VQ9, ZK3,

I used to go to the Florida Keys, Dry Tortugas, field days... etc. and 
usually brought all sorts of antennas... wires...beams...poles

Well there are a lot of choices for just one antenna. Tom, AC7A, had a nice 
one. Everybody should look up his article in QST. Tom is a good engineer and 
his antenna will work well. 


There are other alternatives. Your idea of a 120 ft endfed wire is a good 
one if you can provide a good ground. I think that the LDG should match 
this, but I have not used this tuner on this antenna. Perhaps someone else 
has and can provide some help. An antenna like this should be readily 
matched with an L match. Perhaps you can locate the tuner outside and bring 
in the capacitor and inductor tuning indoors with flexible shafts. 


A 22 £t vertical should provide good performance from 40 M up. A tuner, like 
the LDG, should match this over 40 M to 10 M. 


A 44 £t dipole fed with open wire feeders may not meet your criteria, but it 
will provide good coverage from 40 M up with a tuner, perhaps with an LDG 
tuner. The antenna can be used on 80M and 160 M by tying the feeder together 
at the bottom and feeding them against a good ground. This makes the antenna 
a top loaded vertical

Fish paper is used where a high dielectric insulator is desired. It was 
originally made (many years ago) by impregnating coarse paper with oil from 
fish, such as cod liver oil. Fish oil was one of the highest quality 
dielectric oils available at reasonable price. Fiah paper is an excellent 
dielectric for capacitors and has been used for custom capacitors for a long 
time. It is also a good insulator for all sorts of high voltage 
applications. It was very useful because the oil (using surface tension) 
bridges many of the pinholes in the paper to make a pinhole free dielectric. 
Until the advent of Mylar (TM Dupont) in the 60s, no pin hole free 
dielectric was available except fish paper. 


The paper used is similar to the paper used for wax paper. Instead of 
impregnating the paper with wax it is impregnated with fish oil. I think 
that the new "fish paper" is made with synthetic oils rather than the 
original oils. A chemist on the list may be able to tell us why it still 
smells faintly of fish. The impregnation is done by dipping the paper into a 
vat of oil. If you wait long enough the oil will permeate the paper. If you 
are manufacturing it for money, the makers pressurize the vat a bit to speed 
the process. 


I hope that this helps. I am curious; in what QRP application is fish paper 
used? - KK6MC/5- Dr. Megacycle whose mother used to make custom capacitors 

in WWII and is employed by one of the leading manufacturers of high quality 
capacitors - Maxwell Laboratories.

just built a pixie ii for 20m and am getting low output power. am using a 
hand wound toroid for the .56uH inductor (13 turns on a t-37-6). when 
keyed, the frequency tends to pull a little bit, so i think (in my 
limited understanding) that the output impedence might be a little 
squirrely. should i play around with adding/removing turns? when 
calculated out the toroid should have 13.7 turns for .6uH so i tried to 
get close. 


also, the oscillator seems to be a little unstable, occasionally 
motorboating and not sounding as clean as the osc on my 40m pixie. 


any suggestions greatly appreciated.

That was my guess, but didn't want to look foolish if it proved to be something 
else. 


During my time "in the bush" in Australia, we carried a spray can of fish oil 
which was almost as universally useful as WD-40 and duct tape. It hada 
curious and definitely non-fishy smell to it, and could conceivably have been 
synthetic. Anyhow, it was great for emergency water and weatherproofing 
compound. Classic application was if you scratched the paint on your vehicle, 
you sprayed it with fish oil which prevented rust until you were able to doa 
proper repair-- sometimes weeks later. I also used it for sealing coax 
connectors on antennas. I've never noticed it being available here, but 
perhaps it is, under a different name or something.
